TRAITORS IN NATAL. 


Pietermaritzburg, 
Natal, 
South 


Africa, Aug. 83.—In connection with 
the rumor that there are many Boers 
who are British subjects and who 
outwardly sympathise with the Brit- 
ish while in reality they are secret 
agents of President Kruger, of the 
Transvaal republic, the premier of 
Natal declared last evening that it 
was the intention of the government 
to take steps to detect and punish 
any British subject co-operating with 
the enemies of the queen. It is al- 
leged that much secret information 
has been conveyed to President Kru- 
ger and that even ambuscades have 
been prepared for the British troops 
in the event of war by these secret 
agents. 


A force of police has been ordered 


to Colenso, owing to rumors of the 
intention of the Boers to destroy the 
iftihoad bridge at that place. 


BOERS BUYING MUNITIONS. 


Birmingham, Eng., Aug. 23.—A 


firm of this place has received an 
order for 14,000.000 Mauser cart- 
ridges for urgent delivery to South 
Africa. 


Secrecy is being observed as to the 


exact destination of the cartridges, 
but it is said that the Boers alone 
use Mauser rifles in that territory. 


WIFE WANTS THE MONEY. 


In the superior court Jennie Mason 


has commenced suit for $750 against 
Rachel Mason and the Pennsylvania 
Relief association. The complaint al- 
leges that George W. Mason became a 
member of the association in 1897 
and took out a certificate in the name 
of his mother, Rachel Mason. On 
November 1, 1898, he married and 
had the certificate changed in favor 
of his wife, Jennie Mason. On May 
1, 1899, the young man was killed 
and when the wife attempted to col- 
lect the money payment was refused 
because the mother claimed an inter- 
est in the money. The wife asks for 
judgment for the amount of the cer- 
tificate.

TITTLE-TATTLE. 


Rennes. France, Aug. 23.—Maitre 


Labori, leading counsel for the de- 
fense, and Madame Labori were pres- 
ent in court when the trial by couit- 
martial of Captain Alfred Dreyfus, 
on the charge of treason, was re- 
sumed at the Lycee at 0:30 this 
morning. 


As M. Labori was entering the 


court he was informed by a newspa- 
per man that General Roget, yester- 


day, 
received documents from Major 


Count Esterhazy, who is now in Lon- 


don. 
Counsel was much interested 


and gleaned all the information pos- 
sible. On the arrival in coart of Gen- 
eral Roget it was noticed that he car- 
ried a bulky envelope containing the 
documents referred to. 


Outside of this there was no inci- 


dent worth noting at the opening of 
>roceedings. 


The session began with the testi- 


mony of minor witnesses, including 
Comptroller Roy and 
Major 
Du 


Brueil. 


The latter deposed that Dreyfus, 


while on the general staff, could have 
lad access unperceived to documents 
during certain hours of the day. 


The prisoner, replying, admitted 


that he was present during those 
hours, but explained that his pres- 
mce was connected with his duties. 


A GOSSIPY WITNESS. 


The fourth witness. M. Du Brueil, 


describing himself as a private gen- 
tleman, proved most 
entertaining 


and, moreover, gave M. Labori the 
first opportunity of making a few 
raints in favor of Dreyfus. 


M. Du Brueil, one of M. Quesnay 


de Beaurepaire's witnesses, told a 
jjossipy story of meeting Dreyfus at 
;he house of an acquaintance, M. 
Bodson, in 1884, when Dreyfus was 
a lieutenant, and to seeing the lat- 
,er conversing with a man described 
:o the witness as a German attache. 


This was the sum of his testimony, 


which was dotted with flashes of un- 
conscious humor, as when M. Du 
Brueil said he told his acquaintance 
hat he could not frequent his house 
f the German visited him. The ac- 
quaintance, it appeared, he replied, 
excusing the fact, by saying the Ger- 
man was not his but his wife's 
rlend, which caused a general laugh- 
er in court, which became louder 
when M. Du Brueil, later, remarked 
that he had no prejudice against 
Dreyfus for visiting his acquaint- 
ance or, rather, his 
acquaintance's 


wife, and added: "If every officer 
who is in love with his neighbor's 
wife is dismissed 
from the army 


:here would be very few left." 


A FLIMSY STORY. 


M. Labori took M. Du Brueil in 


land and beautifully 
ascertained 


hat he only knew the visitor was a 
German attache because he was told 
so and he did not know whether he 
was a military or a civil attache. He 
did not even know his name. In fact, 
:he whole story was of the flimsiest 
description. 
Moreover, a 
foreign 


military attache would have had 
nothing to gain by cultivating the 
acquaintance of a simple lieutenant, 
as Dreyfus was then. 


Dreyfus, when he rose to reply to 


this witness, spoke in a quiet, con- 
vincing voice, denying that he had 
any relations with a Greman attache, 
military or civil. 


M. Labori closed with Du Brueil 


by asking for the production of his 
record in the law courts, which, coun- 
sel hinted, was discreditable. 


The prisoner was very indignant 


during M. Du Brueii's deposition and 
once tried to interpose, but the pres- 
ident of the court, Colonel Jouaust, 
waved him down, telling him he 
might reply when M. Du Brueil had 
finished, which he did as the witness 
uttered his concluding words, re- 
questing an inquiry "because it must 
be made known who is lying and 
who is speaking the truth." The 
statement of the prisoner caused a 
deep impression. 


The next witness, Captain Valdant, 


testified to seeing Maitre Leblois in 
Colonel Picquart's office at the begin 
ning of 1896; and Captain Leronde, 
of the artillery, who followed,him, 
spoke of the notorious ignorance of 
Esterhazy in military matters, show- 
ing tttat he could not have divulged 
what was promised in the bordereau. 


Captain Leronde also deposed that 


Ticquart, In October, 1896, connected

Colonel 


Picquart confronted the witness and 
denied the allegation. 


ESTERHAZY'S DEPOSITION. 
Esterhazy was called AS the next 


witness, but there was no response, 
and so the court ordered the reading 
of his evidence as given before the 
court of cassation. 


When Esterhazy's deposition had 


been finished, M Labori asked that 
Esterhazy's letters to the president 
of the republic be read, in which Es- 
terhazy is said to have threatened 
if the scandal continued, that his 
sovereign, the Emperor, would inter- 
vene. 


General Gonse here asked to be al- 


lowed to respond to Esterhazy's tes- 
timony as given before the court of 
cassation and declaied in a loud voice 
that Esterhazy's statements that he 
was the instrument of the general 
staff was an absolute lie. 


The general traversed Esterhazy's 


evidence, contiadicting 
statement 


after statement and declaring that 
Esterhazy could only have had rela- 
tions with Major Du Paty de Clam 
and the late Lieutenant Colonel 
Henry. 


DENIED EVERYTHING. 


The general absolutely denied hav- 


ing had any relations with him. 


Counsel asked that the dossier con- 


taining the documents relating to the 
inquiry into the lelations of Ester- 
hazy and Paty de Clam instituted by 
Major Travernier on behalf of the 
military authorities should be com- 
municated to the court and discussed. 


To this the government commis- 


sary, Major Caniere, replied that he 
had applied to the military author- 
ities on the subject, but his request 
had been refused. 


Major Carriere added that he hoped 


Paty de Clam would be able to come 
to court in a few days. He added 
that a medical consultation in this 
connection would take place tonight 
and that the decision would be an- 
nounced tomorrow. 


Leading counsel then submitted to 


General Gonse a number of searching 
questions on Esterhazy's relations 
with the general staff. The general, 
as a result, became very excited, es- 
pecially when he was asked if there 
was not an intrigue in favor of Es- 
terhazy and if he did not take part 
in it. 


GONSE GETS EXCITED. 


•It is false! It is false!" shouted 


the general, and from his manner 
one would imagine he spoke sincere- 
ly, unless he is an actor. The gen- 
eral, however, was visibly disconcert- 
ed at several of M. Labori's ques- 
tions. 


The witness' voice grew so faint 


that it was scarcely audible. Finally 
counsel asked why Esterhazy was not 
arrested after the inquiry, and Gen- 
eral Gonse replied: 


'Because General Saussier deemed 


it proper to leave him at liberty." 


"Yes," retorted M. Labori, "but 


General Saussier must have been de- 
ceived by the general staff." 


This abrupt declaration, accom- 


panied by an expressive gesture, was 
in the counsel's best style and caused 
a sensation in court, amid which the 
general returned to his seat, looking 
very ill at ease. 


Major Gendron, who deposed yes- 


terday, was recalled after 
General 


Gonse and supported the latter's 
statements. 


General De Boisdeffre then jumped 


to his feet and denied in the most 
forcible manner Esterhazy's 
state- 


ments, adding that had he been pres- 
ent he would have "given him the lie 
with all the contempt he deserved." 


The court adjourned for the day at 


11:40 a. m. 


THE DAY'S TESTIMONY. 


Following aie the proceedings in 


detail: 


Comptroller Roy, the first witness 


called today, gave his impressions of 
Dreyfus, 
which harmonized 
with 


those of the generals who have al- 
ready testified. But the witness was 
unable to give a single specific fact 
to substantiate his impressions. 


Major Dreviell testifted to a long 


string of similar insinuations. 
He 


referred to Dreyfus' alleged boastful- 
ness of his money and his irregular 
attendance at his office. The witness 
is employed in the German section of 
the second bureau of the war office. 


After Dreyfus had rebutted one or 


two of this witness' statements Major 
Du Chatelet was called. 
He 
de- 


scribed the alleged confidences 
of 


Dreyfus in regard to women 
and 


gambling. 


f Maitre Demange expressed surprise 
at the fact that the witness had not 
mentioned this at the court martial 
of 1894, to which Major Chatelet re- 
plied: 


"What? Here was a man accused 


of one of the most heinous crimes 
and you think I ought to have re- 
lated his confidences in regard to 
women and gambling? Nonsense." 


Dreyfus briefly corrected some of 


Du Chatelet's statements and then 
M. Du Brueil, who described himself 
as a private gentleman, took 
tbe 


stand.

SHAMROCK'S OWNER TALKS. 
Sir Thomas Lipton, in an interview 


with a reporter of the Associated 
Pi ess, today, said: 


"I am just as excited as a school 


boy as the race draws near. I have 
read the remarks of American yacht- 
ing experts, many of whom have 
seen the Shamrock through their tel- 
escopes. But, while these good peo- 
ple know all about yachts, they have 
no data upon which to base opin- 
ions, except patriotic wishes. 


'•Any man knows the Shamrock 


has done nothing yet beyond wear 
down Britannia on time allowance 
and pretty easily. 
So, to whittle 


the Shamrock's chances down to the 
luck of heavy weather is beside the 
mark, for, in my opinion, Fife has 
designed an all-round yacht.

PREPARING FOR WAB. 


Capo Town, Aug. 23.—Although

SUSPICIOUS FAMILIARITY. 
Continuing, M. Du Brueil said he 
as greatly astonished at the "sus- 
cious familiarity" between the at- 
achee nnd Dreyfus, and that, per- 
eiving that they disapproved of his 
resence, M. Du Brueil ceased his 
isits to M. Dodson. When the lat- 
er asked the reason for this, saying, 
ccording to the witness, that Drey- 
us was the friend and even tlie lover 
f his wife, and asking witness' ad- 
ice as to how to get rid of her, wit- 
ess asked M. Bodson if he had 
roofs and Bodson replied: 


;Proofs? Yes, I 
have proofs 


nough to drive Dreyfus out of the 
Drench army.' " 
Witness, however, was unable to' 
earn to what M. Bodaon referred. 
I 


M. Lnbori. after questioning the 
haracter of M. Du Brueil. nsked the 
government commissary if he had 
made inquiries on the subject from 
he police of Coutances, to which Ma- 
or Carriere replied: 
"That is n strange request.'' 
M. Labori—Everything is strange 
n this case, and the evidence of this 
witness is by no means 
the least 


strange. 


When he wns pressed to describe 


more clearly the alleged German at- 
:ache. M- Du Breueil replied that he 
did not know his name but wns told 
ie was attached to the German em- 
inssy. 


M. Lnbori—Was he a military or a 


civil attache? 


M. Du Brcucil—I do not remember. 


C do not know. Let Maitre Labori 
put himself in my place (laughter) 
nnd he will see the difficulty of re- 
membering the name of n stranger 
he met thirteen years ngo. 


M. Labori—If I was unable to give 


his nnme I should not come here to 
testify. So. here is another Beaure- 
paire witness, who knows nothing, 
yet testifies against the prisoner 
without being able to substantiate 
his allegations. The court will draw 
Its own conclusions. 


DREYFUS PROTESTS. 


Dreyfus protested excitedly against 


the evidence of M. Du Breueil, who is 


Parisian friend of M. De Benure- 


paire, but Colonel Jouaust exhorted 
him to be calm, promising the pris- 
oner a chance to reply. This arrived 
shortly 
nfterwnrds 
nnd 
Dreyfus 


thundered out: 


I won't speak here of M. or 


Mndnme Bodson, except to sny that 
my relations with Madame Bodson 
ceased in 1880 or 1887, since when I 
have never seen her. I wish simply 
to assert that the witness Is lying. I 
never dined nt M. Bodson's with any 
civil or military attache. The mat- 
ter must be cleared up. People must 
produce definite facts here and not 
mere tittle-tattle. 
The name of tho 


person with whom I am alleged to 
have dined must be ascertained. It 
must be known here who is lying and 
who is speaking the truth." (Great 
sensation). 


The Government Commissary—It 


must be understood that I must re- 
fuse to undertake the inquiry Maitre 
Lnbori suggests with reference to M. 
Du Breueil. 
WITNESS HAD POLICE RECORD. 


M. Labori—The government com- 


missioner must not think any one 
intends to be disrespectful to him. 
But I have received information that 
the criminal authorities of Coutances 
nre able to give interesting informa- 
tion in regard to M. Du Breueil. If I 
write to the public prosecutor he will 
not reply to me, but if the govern- 
ment commissioner refused my re- 
quest I will apply to the president, 
who is here solely concerned with the 
demonstration of the truth. I will 
beg him to be the interpreter of this 
respectful request. I know better 
than any one how much greater than 
mine is the position of the govern- 
ment commissioner. 


M. Du Breueil having supported M. 


Lnbori's request, Colonel Jouaust an- 
nounced that lie would carry it out if 
he could legally do so. 


When this incident concluded the 


trial again became utterly monoton- 
ous. 


Major Le Hondo, a professor at the 


military school, described his rela- 
tions with Esterhazy and Picquart, 
telling how Esterhazy attended the 
artillery mnneuvres of 1894 and 189i3 
and touching upon Picquart's subse- 
quent inquiry as to whether, in 1804, 
Esterhazy could have obtained secret 
documents relating to new inven- 
tions, to which inquiry the witness 
replied in the negative. 
THOUGHT ESTERHAZY GUILTY. 


The major added that, during this 


interview, Picquart said he spoke in 
behalf of the minister of war. The 
witness added: 


"Colonel 
Picquart's manner 
in 


speaking of Esterhazy left me so lit- 
tle doubt that proofs of Esterhazy's 
guilt existed that I asked if he had 
been arrested or if he was about to be 
taken into custody. Colonel PIcqnart 
replied that he had not yet obtained 


positive proof, but had the gravest 
^resumptions." 


Here Colonel Picqunrt jumped up 


and denied mentioning espionage to 
Major Le Roiide, or that he spoke in 
behalf of the minister of war. But 
the major adhered to his statements 
and asserted that Picquart's mem- 
ory was playing him false. 


ESTEHHAZY AGAIN CALLED. 
At this juncture Colonel Jouaust 


announced that It was Esterhazy's 
turn to speak, but that as he was not 
present, the evidence which he gave 
before the court of cassation would 
be read. The clerk of the court ac- 
cordingly read to an attentive audi- 
ence Esterhazy's deposition, as pub- 
lished in April last. 


The reading of Esterhnzy's deposi- 


tion occupied an hour, during which 
the audience devoted most of its at- 
tention to M. Labori, whose appear- 
ance denoted no diminution of en- 
ergy. The pallor which was notice- 
able in his face yesterday was re- 
placed by a ruddy glow, though then 
were signs that he was suffering oc 
casionnl excruciating twinges. 


After brief adjournment M. Labor 


asked that three letters addressed b; 
Esterhazy to the president of the re 
public should be rend. 


The following are passages from 


those letters, which were publisher 
early in April last: 


THE FIRST LETTER. 


[In the first letter he (Esterhazy 


said: 
"My house is illustriou 


enough in the annnls of French his 
tory nnd in those of the great Eu 
ropean causes for the government o 
my country to take care not to allo' 
my name to be dragged in mud. 
address myself, therefore, to the su 
preme head of the army nnd to th 
president of the republic, and I as 
him to put an end to the scandal a 
he can and ought to do. If I shoul 
have the sorrow not to be listened t 
by the supreme head of my countr; 
my precautions are taken for my ap 
peal to reach the ears of my herald 
chief, the sovereign of the Esterhaz 
family, the emperor of Germany. H 
is a soldier nnd will know how to se 
the honor of a soldier, even 
enemy, above the mean, equivoca 
intrigues of politics. 
He will dai 


to speak out loud and strong to di 
fend the honor of ten generations ( 
soldiers. It is for you, as presiden 
of the republic, to judge if yo 
should force me to carry the questlo 
into that region. 
An Esterhaz 


fcnrs not anything or anybody if m 
God."

ably be kept on this side for safety. 
All the foodstuffs would be in great- 
er demand, and our mills and fac- 
tories would be called upon to supply 
greater quantities of machinery and 
war equipment.
